Johnny Finch, Virginia Association for Parks

Mr. Finch gave greetings to the Board members. He said that the VirgisaziAtion of
Parks is an umbrella organization that supports the friends group in State Parks.

Mr. Finch reviewed the actions of the Association during the General Asserabigrse
as well as a background document regarding re-benchmarking for parks.

Jo Finch, Friends of Lake Anna

Mrs. Finch gave an overview of the accomplishments of the Friends of Lake Anna. She
noted that the friends group was organized shortly after the Master Planracegim

2011. She noted that the Friends of Lake Anna average around 2000 volunteer hours
annually.

Director’'s Report

Mr. Johnson said that it had been a busy few months. He thanked Mr. Finch for the
report on benchmarking. He said that his opinion was that other parks should be
benchmarked against Virginia’s award winning state parks.

Mr. Johnson noted that in January the Governor had sent a directive reversing a previous
decision by Governor Kaine. The directed said that DCR should allow open carry of
firearms within state parks. Mr. Johnson said that there had been little comniest in t
regard.

Mr. Johnson said that the Department had undertaken a management study. He said that
some changes had been made and that more would be made in the coming months.

Ms. Young asked how many state legislators had been in state parks.

Mr. Wilkinson said that most local legislators are familiar with parkkeéir districts;
however there are districts where no parks are represented.

Mr. Johnson noted that most members of the House and Senate Committee on
Agriculture have been in State Parks. Mr. Elton said that all legislators woturditeel
to the 78" Anniversary in June.

Mr. Johnson asked Mr. Dowling to give a legislative update.

Mr. Dowling said that it had been a very successful session of the Genezallhgs A

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HB1972 Golf carts and utility vehicles; authorizes limited over-the-road operation by
DCR employees.

This legislation modifies §846.2-916.2 and 46.2-916.3 of the Code of Virginia to allow
the use of golf carts and utility vehicles by employees of the Departm€@atnskervation

and Recreation on roads within or adjacent to DCR property with posted speed limits of
35 miles per hour or less.

HB2167 Biscuit Run: DCR to negotiate land exchange of certain areas in Albemarle
County.

This legislation authorizes the Department of Conservation and Recreation tateegoti
land exchange of a part of 1,191 acres in an area known as Biscuit Run in Albemarle
County Virginia for a receipt of a 36-acre privately owned parcel in theante and
entirely surrounded by DCR'’s parcel.

SB1300 DCR; authorized to divest itself of certain properties conveyed to it by Norfolk
Southern Railroad

Authorizes the Department of Conservation and Recreation to divest itself of tWo sma
parcels of property that were conveyed to it by Norfolk Southern Railroad for Hig
Bridge Trail State Park. These properties have no potential utility to ¢ieBfidge

Trail State park and the divestiture would eliminate any liability to thEaBRment
associated with the private use of property by adjacent landowners, which gréeede
donation by Norfolk Southern Railroad.

SJ438 Commending the Virginia State Parks on the occasion of tﬂ‘eémﬁﬁ/ersary

HB2003 and SB1257 Real property; DGS to inventory all property owned and update at
least annually

Changes the fund to receive the 50 percent portion of the proceeds from the sale, lease, or
conveyance of surplus property owned by the Commonwealth from the Conservation
Resources Fund to the State park Acquisition and Development Fund.

Mr. Dowling noted that two bills dealing with the composition of Boards and Governor’s
appointments had no effect on the Board of Conservation and Recreation.

Mr. Dowling noted two budget amendments not included in the Governor’s original
budget.

The authorization of $800,000 for FY11-12 and five FTE positions for the Natural
Heritage Program.
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The authorization of $1,200,000 for state park and 15 positions for the Division of State
Parks.

ADA Trails Update

US Dept. of Justice Ruling — ADA Part 35 (Title 1) — Nondiscrimination on the
Basis of Disability in State and Local Government Services

DOJ amended regulation implementing Title Il and Title Il of the 1990
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). Title Il applies to stateddocal
governments.

Focus has been on trails because the American Trail Association was thg/prim
organization that brought this ruling to the attention of government agencies and
the trail community. However, this ruling also impacts access to buildings and
structures.

Ruling took effect on March 15, 2011.

In accordance with the ruling, if a public entity intends to prohibit the specéic us
of a particular mobility device, that public entity is to have conducted an
assessment of the trail prior to arrival to the site by the individual requesting to
use a particular type of mobility device.

Meetings have been held with representatives of DCR, DOF, DGIF and OAG to
discuss a cooperative approach to complying with the DOJ ruling.

Agreed that none of the land management agencies would be able to comply with
the ruling by the March 15, 2011 effective date.

Standard text to be developed about what trail access is presently availatde for t
mobility impaired. Text will be posted on Commonwealth website with links to
DCR, DGIF and DOF.

Working group comprised of representatives from each agency/division to
develop a standard format that each land management agency would use to
evaluate their trails.

of an official negative test for equine infectious anemia. The test shall be @hduct

by an approved laboratory on a sample taken by an accredited veterinarianter a Sta
Federal Regulatory Veterinarian within 365 days prior to such event or activigy. T
person in charge will ensure that a copy of the official negative test results
accompanies each horse in the event or activity, and shall make such reportsavailabl
for inspection by a representative of the State Veterinarian upon request. The person
in charge shall exclude any horse which is not accompanied by a negative tést repor

This Belle Isle State Park Master Plan Executive Summary is an updageofficial
unabridged master plan document adopted in 1998 and renewed in 2004 by the
Department of Conservation and Recreation. It is the most recent fiveeyaar as
described in §10.1-2001. of t®de of Virginia

Comprising 709 +/- acres, two separate agricultural parcels with frontage on t
Rappahannock River and Deep and Mulberry Creeks were purchase in April 1993. The
acquisition was funded with appropriations from the 1992 Virginia Park and Recreation
Facilities Bond Act. The Department of Conservation and Recreation retained/ EDA

Inc. to create the original park plan, and Belle Isle development wasistafi@93. In

1998, while construction was ongoing, the master plan was revisited and modified to
adjust for changing conditions, new acquisitions and new development. All park
amenities funded through proceeds of the 1992 Virginia Park and RecreatioteBacili
Bond Act were completed by the fall of 1999, and at that time, the park opened to
visitors.

Caledon is located on the lower Potomac River 60 miles from the confluence with the
Chesapeake Bay; it is easily accessible from both Virginia and Marylanwted in the
George Washington Regional Commission (District 16) of northeastern Viegidia

King George County, the site is easily accessible via Routes 301 and 218. Of Caledon’s
2,579 acres, the vast majority of the property, 2,355 acres is forested. The ricltéliolog
diversity will continue to make Caledon one of the Commonwealth’s ecologiazaksjew

and present unique educational and recreational opportunities for the visitor.

Fairy Stone State Park, one of the six original Virginia state parks to open ob5jJune
1936, is renowned for the mythical “fairy stones” that can be found in the park and
surrounding areas. Considering the park’s proximity to Fairy Stone Farrdkf&Vil
Management Area, the US Army Corps of Engineers Philpot Reservoir, andrile sce
Blue Ridge Parkway, it's no surprise that visitors from near and far are inspwvesik t

the park to enjoy its beautiful scenery, rich history, and ample recreationalwppest

All this, and the opportunity for visitors to engage in their very own fairy stone hunt, is
what makes this 4,741-acre state park nestled in the mountains of southwest ¥irginia
special place for state park enthusiasts.

Pocahontas State Park

The Pocahontas State Park Master Plan Executive Summary is an update toi#the offic
unabridged master plan document adopted in 1989 by the Department of Conservation
and Recreation.

Pocahontas State Park is located on Swift Creek in Chesterfield Countys It wa

purchased for recreation in 1934 by the National Park Service under the land Program of
the Federal Emergency Relief Administration. The area known as the 3agk C
Recreational Demonstration Area was constructed in cooperation with theid/irg
Conservation Commission with the understanding that upon completion it would be
managed by the Commission. Most of the recreation area was completed during the
summer of 1937 by two Civilian Conservation Corps companies and a workforce of 300
from the Works Projects Administration. The park’s day-use area was not opehed unti
July 1938. On June 6, 1946, after twelve years of cooperative work between the NPS, the
Virginia Conservation Commission and a number of other state agencies, the Segkft Cre
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Recreational Demonstration Area was handed over to the state and became known as
Pocahontas State Park.

This 2011 update places value on connecting Pocahontas to other resources in the
community.

Smith Mountain Lake State Park
Mr. Conkle gave the following summary:

The Smith Mountain Lake State Park Master Plan Executive Summary is an taopithate
official unabridged master plan document adopted in 2003 by the Department of
Conservation and Recreation.

Smith Mountain lake State Park is on the 20,600-acre Smith Mountain lake that was
created in 1960 when Appalachian Power Company (now American Electric Power) buil
a dam on the Roanoke River in Smith Mountain Gap.

Smith Mountain Lake State Park is located in Region 2000 Local Government Council
(Planning District 11), which lies in the southwest and central part of Virgiomg dhe
eastern edge of the Blue Ridge physiographic region on the Roanoke River branch of
Smith Mountain Lake. The park consists of 1,248 acres, primarily in Bedford County.
An additional 37-acre peninsula across the lake from the main state park property is
Franklin County. This parcel is leased to Franklin County and has been developed as a
county park. Smith Mountain Lake Park is accessed via Route 626. It is about 40 miles
southeast of Roanoke, 40 miles southwest of Lynchburg, and 140 miles southwest of
Richmond.

Twin Lakes State Park
Mr. Conkle gave the following summary:

The Twin Lakes State Park Master Plan Executive Summary is an update tacibe off
unabridged master plan document adopted in 2005 by the Department of Conservation
and Recreation.

Twin Lakes State Park in Prince Edward County has a unique history. The park is
located in the Commonwealth Region (Region 14) in Virginia’'s Piedmont region. Land
for the park was acquired from local farmers in 1939. The park was developed lyriginal
as two separate parks in order to provide segregated facilities for Akioarnicans to
recreate within the state park system. Each park consisted of a swiamdifighing

lake, a camping area, and a picnic area. The parks, called Prince EdwauaBtafor
Negroes) and Goodwin Lake State Recreational Area, were very popular, and from the
conception in 1950 saw large crowds on weekends. In 1964, the parks were combined,
and in 1986 were named Twin Lakes State Park. Prince Edward-Gallion State Fores
land surrounds three sides of the 495-acre park.

e Managed over $172 million in public bond and leveraged
grant funds for State Park improvements

e Completed five visitor centers with Leadership in Energy
and Environmental Design (LEED) accreditation, making
DCR the first state agency in Virginia to obtain LEED
certification for public buildings

e Completed overnight cabin projects at Shenandoah River
State Park, Douthat State Park, and Natural Tunnel State
Park

e Completed the largest capital project ever undertaken by
DCR with the Shenandoah River State Park Cabins and
Campground project with a total budget of over $10 million

e |s simultaneously working on the Phase | Development of
two new state parks—Powhatan and High Bridge

e Serves as the Agency lead on the rehabilitation of Soil and
Water Conservation District Dams, completing over 80
studies and acting as the Agency’s lead engineer for dam
repairs

And, whereas Ms. McClary’s work has resulted in recognition for
DCR in two awards:

James River Green Building Council Award— Presented
on October 21, 2010 to DCR for its leadership in
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implementing sustainable design in public buildings, with
five LEED (Leadership in Energy and Environmental
Design) accredited State Park Visitor Centers and two
others under construction. DCR was recognized for its self-
imposed LEED design efforts and for being an example for
State Park visitors.

Engineer of the Year Award— Presented on February 23,
2011 by the Richmond Joint Engineering Council (RJEC)
to Kelly McClary in recognition for her outstanding work
in managing over $172 million public bond and leveraged
grant funds for State Park improvements that will benefit
all of the citizens of Virginia, and for her role in paving the
way for obtaining LEED accreditation for public buildings
in Virginia.

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED that the Virginia Board of
Conservation and Recreation recognizes and applauds Ms. Kelly
McClary for her commitment to the recreational and natural
resources of the Commonwealth, by providing outstanding public
facilities for the enjoyment by its citizens.
